TROOPSHIP, TANKER 


AND DESTROYER 


HE British Mediterranean 
Submarine Fleet has struck 
new ry blows at Axis ship- 
ping on the way to Libya, says 
a British Navy communiqué.

According to the recent Census 
figures the men aged from 18 upwards 
who would be involved in Conscrip- 
tion, on the lines of similar measures 
in Great Britain, number less than 
220,000 in Northern Ireland. About 
one quarter of these are land workers 
and would be exempt up to 25 years 
of age, while, if the same schedule of 
reserved occupations is adopted as in 
Great Britain the figures would be 
reduced to less than 100,000 by the 
exemption of ship-workers and those 
engaged in road and rail transport and 
other services.

The fourth day of the battle of

Ireland was more than anxious that the 
inhabitants of the area under its control 
should be treated precisely as if they were 
inhabitants of Surrey or Yorkshire, and 
urged the British Governnient to make no 
exception in the case of military service. 
Not unnaturally, opinion in the Northern 
area was divided sharply. The Nationalist 
minority took the view that it was being 
subjected to the rule of the Northern 
Government under duress; that the 
partition of Ireland was a crime against 
Irish nationality; and that no valid excuse 
could be advanced for the conscription of 
those young men in the six counties who 
were unwilling citizens. The agitation 
never reached the degree of intensity that 
it had reached in 1917, when the threat of 
conscription was held over all Ireland: 
but, largely as a result of the interven- 
tion in London of Mr. de Valera, Taoiseach 
of Eire, the British authorities decided to 
exclude Northern Ireland from the scope 
of the Act. The present situation, there- 
fore, is that all the young men of Great 
Britain are being conscribed. whereas the 
young men of Northern Ireland are under 
no compulsion. Voluntary recruiting,’ it 
appears, has not been particularly good 
in the North. Although many individuals 
have joined the British forces, the 
Nationalist minority, as a body, has not 
been showing much enthusiasm for Great 
Britain's war effort. The Unionist 
majority, which persists in its attitude of 
intimate association with Great Britain, ós 
Officially ‘‘breast-high’’ for the British 
cause; but large numbers of Unionist and 
Protestant young men have failed to 
volunteer for service on the ground that 
their jobs might be taken by Nationalists. 
or even by immigrants from Eire, In 
these circumstances, and now that the 
recent bombing of Belfast has brought the 
war into the heart of Northern Ireland, 
the whole issue of genera! conscription has 
been raised again. It has been announced 
that the British Government is giving tho 
matter its close consideration—in other 
words, we presume, that a bill is being 
prepared. The Northern Government is 
whole-heartedly in favour of compulsory 
service. The Ulster Unionist Council, on 
whose support the Government depends, 
has passed a unanimous resolution in 
favour of the plan; and Mr. J. M. 
Andrews, the Northern Premier, flew to 
London yesterday to discuss the matter 
with Mr. Winston Churchill, at the latter's 
request. Lord Glentoran, Minister of 
Agriculture, and Mr. J. F. Gordon, 
Minister of Labour, also have gone to 
London, whither they will be followed by 
Sir Basil Brooke, Minister of Commerce, 
and Mr. J. C. MacDermott, K.C., Minister 
of Public Security. 

It was only to be expected that 
Nationalist opinion in the six counties 
would be mobilised in opposition to com- 
pulsory service; and Cardinal MacRory’s 
protest on Thursday indicated that wide- 
spread resistance must be expected. At a 
meeting in Belfast last night representa- 
tives of the Nationalist Party decided, in 
the words of the 1917. manifesto, to resist 
conscription by “ the most effective means 
consonant with the law of God.” To- 
morrow further meetings will be held in 
Belfast, Derry, Armagh, Newry, Omagh, 
Dungannon and Enniskillen; and it is 
obvious that the stage is being set for 
an imposing display of opposition to the 
Northern Government’s plans. Let us say 
at once that we deplore the introduction 
of such a contentious eubject at the present 
time. Some malignant fate seems to haunt 
the history of this country, and to take 
a fiendish delight in making its appear- 
ance whenever there seems to be the least 
chance of a reconcilation between the two 
main sections of our people. When, some 
weeks ago, the city of Belfast was bombed 
unmercifully, all local differences were 
buried beneath the débris of hundreds of 
humble dwellings, and the spontaneous 
wave of sympathy and compassion that 
swept across the border encouraged the 
hope among Irish men of good-will that a 
new bond of brotherhood might be forged 
between North and South. Is all that 
feeling of common kinship to be wiped 
out now by the revival of an old and 
bitter controversy? We realise to the full 
that the British Government has a strong 
case in favour of conscription in the six 
counties. From the point of view of the 
average Englishman, there seems to be no 
good reason why young men in Northern 
Ireland should be exempt from military 
service when young Englishmen, Scots and 
Welshmen are being forced to help in the 
defence of their country. The leaders of 
the Northern majority always have insisted 
on the “step by step ” policy that was 
enunciated by the late Viscount Craigavon ; 
and from the British standpoint the exist- 
ing condition of affairs must seem to be 
highly anomalous. Having said so much, 
and having admitted that the whole logic 
of the case is on the British side, we must 
consider the problem from the Irish point 
of view. In our considered opinion, the 
enforcement of conscription in the six 
counties in present circumstances would be 
a grave mistake. The ultimate object of 
every right-thinking Irishman must be to 
bring about the reunion of our common 
country. We do not believe that this ideal 
can be achieved easily, or in a short space 
of time; but we do not believe that its. 
achievement is impossible. Northern 
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British connection, we would appeal to 
the British Government not to persist in 
its plan. The effects of conscription in 
the North on our domestic relations would 
be deplorable; in the long run its effects 
on British interests probably would be 
equally bad.

Admiral Darlan's Apologia 

Strong and sincere efforts are being 
made to avert the worst calamity of the 
European war—an open breach between 
Great Britain and France, A fortnight ago 
Admiral Darlan, who appears to have 
succeeded M. Pierre Laval as the “ strong 
| man,” and the most ardent pro-German, 

of the French Ministers at Vichy, visited 
| Herr Hitler at Berchtesgaden in order to 
establish a new modus vivendi between his 
country and the German Reich. It is 
known that agreement was reached; what 
form the agreement took is unknown. The 
rumours inevitably have come thick and 
fast, ranging from the return of the French 
Government to Paris to a guarantee of 
safe transport for German troops through 
unoccupied France to the Mediterranean 
ports. None of them has been confirmed, 
and we question whether any of them will 
be confirmed on paper: the terms of the 
Franco-German agreement, whatever it 
may be, will be displayed in actions, not 
in words. Nevertheless, it is clear that a 
new intimacy has been created between the 
French and the German Governments. The 
agreement hardly had been signed before 
German aircraft were reported to be on 
their way to Iraq via the French mandated 
territory of Syria, and the Prime Minister 
of England spoke sharp words to the 
House of Commons concerning Marshal 
Pétain and his colleagues. Since then 
the tension between France and Great 
Britain has become increasingly acute. 
Two days ago the Foreign Secretary of 
Great Britain, Mr. Anthony Eden, issued 


— 


— He spoke of the new and sinister 
development in Vichy policy,” which, he 
said, had been described in Vichy itself as 
“opening up a new phase in Franco- 
German collaboration. Marshal Pétain’s 
Government, he insisted, had embarked 
upon a course “which must place the 
resources and territory of France 
increasingly at the disposal of a Power 
which is the enemy not only of France’s 
former ally, but of France herself.’’ In 
those circumstances, Mr. Eden said, Great 
Britain had no choice: she must hold 
herself free to attack the enemy wherever 
he might be found, whether in occupied or 
in unoccupied territory. It is hard to see 
how Great Britain could do otherwise. 
For a year past she has had no hesitation 
about the bombing of occupied France, 
and nobody has blamed her in the slightest 
degree. Her right certainly wil] be no 
more open to challenge if she attacks 
German aeroplanes on Syrian soil, or tries 
to prevent the passage of German troops 
through the territory of unoccupied 
France. a 

The people of France must be watching 
these proceedings with sadness. In the 
nature of things, they can have small 
affection for the nation which has defeated 
them more decisively than they ever had 
been defeated in history, and they must 
retain strong feelings of friendship for the 
British, who, after all, were their allies 
little more than twenty years ago. We do 
not suppose, for that matter, that Admiral 
Darlan enjoys his position. His country 
has been defeated, and the price must be 
paid: his task is to make the price as 
small as possible. Sadness, rather than 
defiance, is the keynote of his answer to 
Mr. Eden, broadcast from Paris yesterday. 
He insisted that French sovereignty 
remained absolute, and that France had 
not been asked to surrender any of her 
colonial territory, to hand her Navy over 
to German control, or to declare war upon 
Britain. In the negotiations with the 
Germans, he concluded, “ France had to 
choose. between life and death. The 
Marshal and the Government have chosen 
life. Such phrases are more than half 
an apology, not only to the French, but 
also to the British, people; and the 
tragedy is that they cannot make any 
difference to the issue, which must be the 
growing estrangement of the two. France 
may not surrender her Navy to the 
Germans, but it will be almost as serious 
for Britain if she permits German troops 
to make use of Marseilles and Toulon, as 
she already has allowed them to make use 
of the Syrian aerodromes; she may not let 
herself be persuaded to attack Gibraltar 
from her possessions in North Africa, but 
her conduct will be no less dangerous if 
she allows the Germans to do the same 
thing. The French always have possessed 
a reputation for logic, and Mr, Eden's 
speech will have come as no surprise to 
them: any French statesman in Mr. 
Eden’s position would have acted in 
similar manner. In spite of propaganda 
on both sides, we refuse to believe that 
any genuine ill-will exists between the 
British and French peoples, or, for that 
matter, between the British and French 
Governmients ; and more is the pity that, 
as time goes on, succeeding “ incidents ”' 
are bound to create a growing measure of 
ill-will, France, in her humiliated con- 
dition, cannot fail to be angered by the 
British blockade, while England is bound 
to become more and more bitter as her 
sons’ lives are lost by reason of some 
French concession to Germany. These 
estrangements are among the cruellest 
tragedies of war. 


Radio Eireann 
Radio Eireann has just issued ‘its 
annual report for 1940. On the whole, the 
report leaves much to be desired; the 
only part of it which is really satisfactory is 
the increase in the number of radio licences. 
The number of licences has increased from 
179,563 on the 31st December, 1940, which 
‘represents an increase of 8.1 per cent. In

most other respects the report shows a 


marked decline on former years, which is, 

, not surprising under the circum- 
‘stances. The broadcasting hours have been 
shortened considerably, and the total 
number of minutes of broadcasting for 
the whole year amounted only to 155,003, 
or an average of 7.1 hours per day. The 
main sub-divisions of time for this period 
were: 54.2 pér cent. of the time devoted 
to music; 11.4 per cent. to news; 9.9 
per cent, to talks and debates; 9.1 per 
cent. to plays and variety; 3.6 per 
cent. to schools programmes; 1.8 per 
cent. to commentaries, and 1.0 per cent. 
to religious services. The rest of the 
report is concerned, for the most part, 
with remarks on the changes which have 
taken place in the arrangement of pro- 
grammes. The amount of time devoted to 
recitals by ceilidhe bands, for instance, 
has been greatly increased, and ceilidhe 
music now has become one of the regular 
features of the programmes, to be broad- 
cast at least twice a week, and frequently 
more often. In the same way the amount 
of time devoted to programmes in Irish 
has been increased, in spite of the 
reduction in the total number of broad- 
casting hours. Since Radio Eireann 
is deriving a considerable amount of 
revenue from the taxpayers, it is 
only fair that they should be consulted 
about the programmes, and if any changes 
are made they should be for the benefit 
of the listeners in general, rather than for 
one particular section of them. In a nation 
where one person in every sixteen 
possesses a wireless set, it is a great pity 
that they should have to “tune in” to 
some foreign station in order to listen to 
programmes worth hearing.

in wages being more striking when it is 
remembered that the reduction in wages 
of workers who have joined the Navy, 
Army and Air Force has been taken into 
account. The lower rise in profit incomes 
is accounted for by the smaller increase 
in the disbursements in the way of 
dividends. The analysis of expenditure 
shows that the country was as well fed in 
1940 as in 1938, expenditure on food, 
drink and tobacco being about 20 per cent. 
more, but the amount spent on clothing 
was only nine per cent. more. There 
was a substantial reduction in the amount 
spent on motoring. The conclusion drawn 
from the statistics is that stocks of all 
commodities in the country have declined 
to a considerable extent during the two 
years. 


Future of Hospitals 


The process of reconstruction and re- 
organisation now taking place in so many 
directions will in time affect the hospitals, 
and aah neg are being put forward that 
in the days to come these institutions 
shall be placed on a national basis, and 
— 4 — by the State. The present 
voluntary system may be continued, but 
with a guarantee that any deficiency of 
funds shall be made good a the authori- 
ties. This would bring nearer the 
adoption of a State medical service for 
doctors, though there is a very great differ- 
ence of opinion on this matter. A sug- 
gestion is put forward that a compromise 
with the opponents of the scheme might 
be reached by leaving the medical pro- 
fession to retain its individualistic 
position, and placing the hospitals under 
a corporation which would really exercise 
State control. In any event, the destruc- 
tion of so many hospitals throughout the 
country will give the opportunity after 
the war for any changes that may be 
necessary.

Nevill’s Court Under Fire. 


When I heard that London’s oldest 
house, No. 10 Nevill’s Court—dating from 
before the Great Fire of London in 1666— 
had been destroyed, I felt a pang. 

Almost within hail of Fleet street, this 
quiet court had the air of a residential 
quarter out in the country. Calling at a 
Fleet street office not long before war 
broke out, I was asked to go along to 10 
Nevill’s Court, a few minutes’ walk away. 

When I arrived I could hardly believe 
it. A green-painted wooden door marked 
the en of the long strip of garden, with 
a path running up between the grass and 
flowers on each side. For the heart of the 
British newspaper world it was absurdly 
rural. 

For many years Keir Hardie lived there 
when he came up to London from a Welsh 
mining district to represent the miners in 
Parliament. He paid about 10s. a week 
rent, and found it quite enough, too; 
for this was before the days of payment 
of members. 

By an irony of circumstance, a pacifist 
editor and ex-M.P.—Mr. Fenner Brockway 
— lived there up till the time of its de- 
struction, and was on the premises during 
the fire and explosive bomb attacks last 
year. 


Nerrion s Record
